Evelyn Ruffer—who has forty new 
paintings on exhibition in the Grafton 
Galleries, Harry street, Dublin—has no 
definite style of painting, or, rather, 
she has a very wide variety of styles. 
There are faint and feathery water- 
colours, crude and childish water- 
colours, a heavy portrait, a patchwork 
of cubist fields, some posterish land- 
scapes. and some flower studies 
reminiscent of the sort of thing our 
fathers and mothers used as. fire- 
screens.
